A tragic accident occured on the 
Niblack Farms about 12 miles east 
of Canal Point Sunday afterno} 
‘when Charles Edward Dickerson,6, 
and.Henry Walter Dickerson, 5, 
sons of Mr. and Mrs. C. E. Dick- 
erson, fell in a drainage canal and 
drowned while their parents were 
picking vegetables nearby. 

The Dickerson family, includ- 
ing the two -boys and a -small 
daughter, Margie Ann, had gone 
to the Niblack Farms, where he is 
employed, to. pick vegetables to 
can and the boys persuaded their 
father to fix some poles so that 
they could fish in the canal while 
the vegetables were being gather- 
ed. When the boys disappeared 
from the bank of the canal the 
parents hurried back and the fath- 
er jumped into the water and pul!- 
ed his two sons to the surface. He |

Dates Are Praised 
For Hialeah Success 


MIAMI—Credit for the success |” 
of the Hialeah race meeting, which 
produced $3,807,392 in revenue for 
the state this winter, is giving to 
"legislative stabilization of dates" 
which permitted the track to ex: 
pand and improve its facilities. 

"Hialeah's successful operation 
is important news to all Florida, 
as Hialeah revenue is an essentic 
part of the financial structure of 
each of the state's 67 counties," 
the track reports in a recent'y 
published pamphlet. 

"Stabilization of racing dates by 
the 1947 legislature, with pasage 
of an act putting allocation of 
dates on a basis of revenue:return- 
ed to the state, enabled'Hialeah to 
go forward with a program of im- 
provement and enlargement, and 
last summer a sum in excess of 
$300,000 was spent on major 
changes in the grandstand and 
minor changes in the club house,” 
the track continues. “These im- 
proved facilities produced substan- 
tial results this winter for the 
state and track.” 

In contrast -to a sharp levelling 
off elsewhere in racing, Hialeah'a 
mutuel volume for the 40 day sea- 
son showed a decrease of less than 
5 per cent, and there was an actual 
increase in the attendance total. 
Before the opening of the Hialeaa 
meeting, the more optimistic ex- 
perts figured a drop of 10 per. cent 
in handle, and some estimates fix- 
ed the decrease as much a s25 per 
cent.
